SS To the inhabitants of the town of Charles- 
town qualified to vote in town affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said town, on Tuesday, the 13th. day of March next, at 
9 o’clock in the fore-noon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


ARTICLE 1. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 


2. To bring in your votes for Bevetior Rail-road 
Commissioner, Councilor, Senator, Register of Deeds, 
County Commissioner, County Treasurer, and one Rep- 
resentative to Congress in the Third District. 

3. ‘To choose one or more Representatives to repre- 
sent said town in the General Court to be held at Con- 
cord on the first Wednesday of June next. 


4. Tochoose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. : 

5. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether 
the alterations and amendments of the constitution pro- 


posed by the constitutional convention shall be approy- 
ed. 


6.. To raise.such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and 
make appropriations of the same. 

7. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell and convey at their discretion, the land lying 
east of the Village Cemetery, or any part thereof, and 
ratify and confirm the sales which have been made by 
the Selectmen, of springs and water rights thereon. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessa- 
ry forthe support of Schools, for the maintainance of the 
poor, laying out and repairing Highways, and building 
and repairing Bridges. 

9. ‘To see if the town will vote to give Lincoln Post 
No. 28, G. A. R. Fifty Dollars towards defraying the 
necessary expenses attending the memorial services to 
be observed in this Village and at No. Charlestown on 
the 30th. day of May, 1877. 


10. To see if the town will take any measures for 
the sale of the History of Charlestown other than the

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For the year ending March, 2nd. 1877. 
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In presenting this annual report, I shall rely upon the 
forbearance of my fellow-townsmen, if I ‘‘ remove the 
ancient land-marks that the fathers have set,” and, in- 
stead of giving the direct course of our successes and 
failures in each individual case, give some of the leading 
difficulties that every teacher and scholar have to meet 
with; and although these words are not from the oracle 
of wisdom, they are given with a strong belief that with 
a very little effort, our schools can be brought to a bet- 
ter condition. 3 

The first great trial of our teachers in many schools 
is, a lack of uniformity intext books. We have schools 
in town where there are five different authors upon the 
same subject, necessitating an equal number of classes, 
when, if proper books were used, not more than two 
-classes would be necessary. It should be the duty of 
the Superintendent to make the books uniform through- 
out the town, but as only a small part is allowed by law 
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to be done in one year, it will take some time to reach 
perfection, and, in the mean time, the parents should 
see to it that their children have the proper books. 
This is only a mental disadvantage, but there is a phys- 
ical evil in the form of those old straight-back benches. 
They are mere instruments of torture to those little 
folks who go day after day and try to sit still, either 
from fear of punishment, or from respect to their teach- 
er. The backs of the benches are upright in many of 
our School Houses, and the seat is at right angle with 
the desk, and so high, that the smaller Scholars cannot 
touch their feet to the floor. Is it any wonder that they 
do not sit erect? It is almost an impossibility. When 
I hear parents say that their children are tired of school, 
and they are afraid they are studying too hard, my 
mind pictures a little boy in one of those old seats, with 
his back forming a semi-circle, and his lower limbs hang- 
ing so heavily upon the sharply defined edge of the form 
as to prevent a free circulation, and I wonder if it is 
hard study that makes them feel so listless. Another 
influence bearing upon the habits and characters of the 
scholars is, the dilapidated and unthrifty aspect of our 
School Houses. The desks are notched and carved, the 
handiwork of past generations ; and the scholar feels a 
spirit of Vandalism awakening, and a desire to make 
his mark even more barbarous than his predecessors. 
‘* As the twig is-bent, the tree inclines.” ‘‘Give me 
the child until ten years of age, and I will give you the 
man,” are old and hackneyed sayings: but I wonder if 
we had not best get the full meaning of these, before we 
learn any new ones. All these evils can be easily rem- 
edied. Most of the School Houses are large enough, 
and require only comfortable and neat interiors to make 
them pleasant. Bring this matter up at the next school 
meeting, and if you do not feel able to buy new desks, 
appoint a day when you will all meet at the School 
House and cut down those old benches, or put in some 
‘substantial foot-racks, plane off those hyeroglyphics, and — 
cover with a neat coat of paint. These all have an in- 
fluence upon our Schools, but they are not the direct 
causes of our failures. A Teacher to attain the highest 
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degree of success must: have the support of add the pa- 
rents. Don’t stand back and: decide upon: the character 
of your Teacher, as the sailors tell the nature of the dis- 
tant vessel, ‘by the cut of her jib,’’ but. go to them, as 
friend. meets friend, regard. them as second only to your- 
selves in the education of your children. In case of dif- 
ference of opinion that betoken coming trouble, ‘‘ go.and 
-tell him his fault between thee and him alone.” Many 
of our failures could be prevented by the counsel of one 
faithful friend at the right moment. The story of the 
-boy who stayed all night holding his hand over a leak- 
age in the dyke, fearing to leave lest the opening should 
enlarge beyond control before help could be procured, 
is a striking example of what a small foree can pre- 
vent—a great. disaster—if taken at the. critical mo- 
ment. What would have been the consequence if the 
boy had strolled down to the grocery and remarked, that 
in. his opinion that was’nt much of adyke. The in- 
ference is easy, and the moral plain. 

I have been accused of being too radical in this mat- 
ter, but I only ask you to use your Teacher as you use 
your other laborers ; provide them with all the modern 
improvements for facilitating labor, and then aid them 
all you can. I do not urge this at the present time be- 
cause the Schools are unusually needy in these particu- 
lars, (for it has been a year of general success) neither 
do Lurge it as a favor to myself, nor to the coming man, 
but, asa duty due to your children, to the Teacher, 
and yourselves. 


The Village Schools. 


The two Primary Schools and the Grammar School 
have enjoyed a year of uninterrupted success. Mrs. 
Mary Purwnam still reigns in love at the North School, 
and is loved in return by all her little host. 

Miss Louise GrInneELL, at the South Primary has been 
equally favored. The noticeable feature of the School 
was the kind, but decided manner in which the responsi- 
bilty of recitation was thrown upon the Scholars, making 
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it apparent that they were expected to answer without 
leaning upon the Teacher. 

The Grammar School has been taught by Miss A. O. 
PerHAM, who is a disciplinarian. The methods of in- 
struction were good, but the excellence consisted in the 
system which regulated everything. 

The High School has been less fortunate. Muss Evia. — 
Harwoop was engaged for the year, and the school 
opened with flattering prospects, but after a short time 
she was compelled by sickness, to abandon the under- 
taking. By the promptness of the Committee, Mrssrs. 
StTouGHTON, Bonp & Royce, only one day was lost be- 
fore Mr. Leavirr Haywoop was installed as Teacher, 
and the School was terminated without further inter- 
ruption,.and was as successful as a broken Term could - 
well be. Miss Harwoop returned for the Fall Term, 
but she was not supported in her efforts, and the School | 
was not a success. The Winter Term has been under 
the instruction of Mr. J. D. H ASIBLL Ys and has been- 
remarkably well conducted. 


District No. {. The Schools in this District 
have both been good. Miss Frora Biopcetr taught 
the Summer Term, and Miss Crara. E. Harpy, the 
Winter Term. 


District No. 4. Miss Assis Jones set had 
charge of the three Terms in this. District. Aided by 
the good wishes of the parents and scholars, the Teach- 
er made it a good School. The Winter Term was well 
attended by young gentlemen and ladies, who did jus- 
tice to themselves and their Teacher. 


District No. 5. The Summer Tern, taught 
by Miss Lizzir J. Putnam, was followed by a Fall and 
Winter Term, taught by your Committee. The School 
was pleasant throughout, and believed to be profitable. 
This school contains some of the first Scholars in Town. 


District No.6. TheSummer Term was con- 
ducted by Miss Lizzie Puevprs, and although not evine- 
ing the most vigorous study, yet was considered a very 
pleasant Term, which was a point gained. The Win- 
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ter term was commenced by Miss Emma PuHEtps, but 
cold weather brought to the surface the Reum that had 
disappeared inthe Summer. ‘The Scholars were not in- 
terested, and a spirit of lawlessness prevailed. After 
nine weeks of discouraging and fruitless labor, Miss 
PHELPs resigned the position. The Schoolis now under 
the instruction of Mr. O. H. Crarx. The habits of 
study of most of the Scholars are of the poorest. There 
are a few good Scholars, but as a whole, the School is 
in a deplorable condition. ‘The School demands the best 
efforts of a first class Teacher, seconded by the united 
and hearty suj port of the whole District, to bring it to 
the position it should occupy in the list of our Schools. 


District No. 7. This School is of the best 
quality, and has been well taught, in the Summer by 
Miss Lucra ALLen, and in the Winter by Mr. Herman 
J. LANE. 


Bistrict No. 8, The two Terms of the School 
in this District were taught by Miss Mary F.LercHer. 
Both Terms of the School were small, but the Scholars 
always seemed interested, and did very good work. 


Disirict No. 9. The Summer Tern, taught 
by Miss Nev_ire M. Buswe i, was not as pleasant or 
as profitable as it might have been if the District had 
been a unit. They all united with Mr. Leaverr Prr- 
HAM to make the Winter Term asuccess. This Term 
shortened on account of the bad condition of the road, 
which also prevented your Committee from making a 
visit at the close. but all agreed that they had a good 
School. ; 


District No. 4Q. There is no School House 
in this District, and a Fall Term was held in the house 
of Mcheel Meany. It was taught by Davip Hannine. 


District No. { 4. There has been two Terms 
of School in this District, under the direction of Miss 
Lucia Apams. Inno School have I heard so strictly 
correct answers as here. The precission with which 
every word was placed gave the impression that too 
much time had been given fo memorizing, and too little 
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to principles involved. 


Dicitrict No. £2. There has been only one 
Term in this District. It was taught by Niss NELLIE 
M. Busweti, who proved to a demonstration that she 
could keep a good school. 


Eistrict No. {3. The Summer Term was 
taught by Miss Marcia Kimparyi. The impression re- 
ceived from the single visit made by the Committee was 
that the instruction given was of the highest order. The 
unexpected closing precluded a second visit. 


Bistrict No. 44. The Summer Term was 
taught by Miss Nettie Moopy, and the Winter Term 
by Mr. G. E. Wuiprte. Both Teachers labored with 
zeal worthy of better success. Noticeable improvement 

was made in the Winter Term in the first classes in 
reading, and the primary spelling classes. 

The Statistical Table appended, is not always a true 
indication of the interest felt inthe School, because sick- 
ness may have great influence in the number of ab- 
sences recorded in the Summer Term. Fourteen of 
the fifteen abscences being caused by the illness of 
scholars. But taking the two items of tardy -marks and 
the number of citizens visits, you may get a compara- 
tive idea of the interest felt in the Schools. 

With thanks for the kindness with which my efforts 
have been received in all parts of the Town, I submit 
this as my view of the true condition of our Schools.
